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It's Up to Private Business 


A news story of national importance 
was unfolded last Friday at Americus. 

A piece of -legislation, “fathered” by 
Rep. Stephen Pace, of the Third District, 
publicly was put into operation before a 
crowd at the Americus baseball park. 


This piece of legislation was the new 
mortgage loan service of the FHA. 


It was in answer to the critics of gov- 
ernment who complain that the govern- 
ment gets too much into business and that 
private concerns could do a better job. 


We hope so. We know they can do so. 
The nation now may see if they will. 


This law provides for loans which make 
a profit for private business and cost the 
taxpayers nothing. 

A farmer who wishes to buy a family 
size farm and who can prove to the local 
committee that he is worthy will be lent 
money up to 90 percent of the cost. FHA 
will guarantee the remainder. The cost 
is established by taking an average pro- 
duction value of the farm under consider- 
ation. Neither an inflated nor a deflated 
value will be possible. 

The loan will be at 342 percent. The 
lender will receive 24% percent. One-half 
percent will be retained by FHA for set- 


ting up an insurance fund to guarantee 
the loans. The other half percent will be 
retained to pay for administrative costs. 

It is a fine law. It will, or can, create 
home owners who will have an interest in 
their farms and will not let their land 
wash away or be abused. It prevents spec- 
ulation in that only family sized farms can 
be bought. Therefore, neither a half dozen 
acres, for real estate speculation, would be 
bought in the guise of a “farm,” nor could 
500 or 1,000 acres be purchased through 
this plan. 

It is a common-sense, valuable plan and 
we again congratulate Rep. Pace and all 
who assisted him. 

Now comes the test. 

Will the banks and insurance com- 
panies of America promote and assist this 
plan, with loans bearing 2% percent, in 
order that independent farm owners may 
be added to our citizenship in every State 
in the Union? 

Or will they forget the many pleas to 
get government out of business and refuse 
to co-operate because the interest rate is 
low and the terms of repayment long? 

We hope and trust they will make of 
this program what it ought to be—the 
greatest farm program ever devised.

But the record also 
shows that some National Guard units 
were insufficiently prepared to take to the 
battlefield at a moment’s notice. And it 
is only too likely there will be no more 
than a moment’s notice should another 
war begin. 

Military experts are agreed, and The 
Constitution long ago came to the reluctant 
conclusion, that Universal Military Train- 
ing, meaning a year of such service for 
every able-bodied youth, is the only way 
our nation can be reasonably certain of 
its ability to protect its interests and pre- 
serve the peace.

No Man Need Pay 
Usury on Any Loan 


Fulton Sol. Paul Webb has declared war 
against loan sharks. He promises his office, 
? oi with the aid of both City and County Police 
Departments, will relentlessly ferret out and prosecute these human 
parasites who suck the financial blood out of their victims. 

All to the good and herewith this column bestows best wishes 
and a heartfelt blessing on Sol. Webb and all who aid him in this 
utterly commendable campaign. 

In the news story about Sol. Webb’s announcement a quoted 
statement from Asst. Sol. William Boyd cites cases where loan 
sharks have charged 100 percent interest and more. It also tells 
about “strong-arm chasers,” said to be employed by the usurers 
to hound their victims for more and more payments. 

All of which reveals an exceedingly sad state of affairs. Just 
how extensive this financial. bloodsucking is, in Atlanta, is uncer- 
tain. If it is widespread practice, it is a tragic commentary upon 
the ignorance or gullibility of too many of our people. 

Illegal For usury is illegal in Georgia. The law specifies the 

maximum rate of interest which may be charged on a 
loan. I am not certain, but believe it is limited to three per cent 
per month on amounts less than $300. Which itself is on the exorbi- 
tant side, but is at least better than the rates alleged by the Solici- 
tor’s office to be charged by some of the sharks. 

The remedy for anyone caught in the clutches of a loan shark is 
simple. All they have to do is to refuse to continue paying, after 
they have repaid the principal and the legal interest and inform the 
shark they will go to the Solicitor’s office or to any lawyer and 
appeal to the law for protection. 

Never doubt the shark knows he is violating the law and can be 
punished and he won’t risk a showdown in court. 

I am not sure, but believe there is a provision in the law under 
which anyone who has been forced to pay’excessive interest rates 
can sue and recover twice the amount he has paid. 


9 After all, what can a loan shark do 
Employers to Blame: to one who refuses to pay extortionate 
moneys? Go to the borrowers’ employer? That is, or at least 
used to be, the most potent threat. 

I had understood, though, that as a result of earlier campaigns 
against usurious lenders, “salary buyers,” etc., Atlanta employers 
were well informed on this problem and had agreed not to pro- 
vide a terroristic weapon to the sharks by threatening to discharge 
employees who got into such debt. 

If that old agreement has been forgotten, it should be revived. 
Employers should realize that any such discharge rule is the one 
factor which makes the usurious loan business possible. 

If the financial embarrassed employee could not only go, frankly, 
to his employer but be assured of a sympathetic and helpful hear- 
ing, ’most all the loan sharks would go out of business within a 
month. Or, at least, reduce their interest rates to the legal limit. 
Even then they’d get a high profit on their investment, it would seem. 

: If, as alleged, “strong arm” collectors have held 
For the Police the threat. of bodily harm over borrowers, that 
is a matter for the police. The threatened individual need only 
appeal to any officer and the situation should be—I hope most 
surely would be—taken care of. 

And, to repeat, if a borrower has paid outrageous interest, there 
is a simple remedy at law which can be discovered by a brief call 
at the office of any reputable lawyer. 

Now, Sol. Webb asks any who have paid the usury rates to 
come to his office and provide ammunition for his campaign against 
the sharks. 

They may be sure of protection against retaliation and, probably, 
shown the legal road to recover any excess payments they may 
have made.

7 WASHINGTON—The suggestion that Gen.. 
Soe | Dwight Eisenhower be placed on the Democratie 

le ticket as President Truman’s running mate next 
year is taking hold among leaders of the party. 

Since the proposal was first advanced in this column at least 
two prominent Democratic Senators have indorsed the idea and a 
number of others are known to have expressed sympathetic interest. 

There is a growing feeling that quiet undercover moves to this 
end are in the making; if, in fact, they have not already been made. 


Sen. Sparkman, of Alabama, former Democratie 
Whip of the Lower House, recently came out openly 
in favor of Gen. Ike being drafted as President Truman’s 
mate. Since then Sen. Richard B. Russell, of Georgia, another party 
stalwart, has expressed sentiments in the same direction. 

The matter will probably be discussed at some length when 
members of the Democratic National Committee meet here later 
in the month to formally elect Sen. J. Howard McGrath, of Rhode 
Island, as national party chairman to succeed Postmaster General 
Robert E. Hannegan, who is stepping down because of ill health, 

Party politics, especially as it is related to the Presidential 
ticket, is always an undercurrent topic of discussion when the 
national committeemen and committeewomen get together. It may 
well be that the movement to bring Gen. Ike into the Democratic 
fold will be launched openly when the National Committee meets, 


Currently the General is enjoying a boom for the 
Republican nomination. Already an organization 
has been formed with the idea of having him selected as the GOP 
Presidential candidate. 

Gen. Ike himself, while remaining silent as to his plans, has 
frowned on any open organization activity in his behalf. Neverthe 
less, there are reasons to believe he would be agreeable to running 
for President, if a genuine draft movement to this end materialized, 

As for his personal politics, so far as the record shows, he hag 
no affiliation with either political party. That explains why he is 
being boomed both for the Republican nomination and as Mr, 
Truman’s running mate. 


Fills Bill President Truman, who is certain to receive his party’s 

nomination for a second term, if he wants it—and he 
does—is greatly in need’ of someone who would strengthen the 
ticket. Gen. Ike seems to fill the bill with respect to this better 
than anyone who has been suggested.

Tech's Slaten Plays 
Best Game of Career 


Editor’s Note: Here is the second of a series

4-Run Stint 


GEORGIA TECH-TULANE: He came back from the wars 
last season and played first string but his work was overshad- 
owed by that of Bob Davis, the Tech Captain and outstanding 
candidate for All-America at tackle. 

But against Tulane Saturday, as the Yellow Jackets roared 
along the undefeated road, Ralph Slaten reached a previously un- 
attained peak, played the greatest game of his career and con- 
tributed materially to his team’s victory. 

Slaten is an Atlanta boy. He came to Tech from North 
Fulton back before the war and took his licks on the fresh- 
man and “B” teams, although he dished out enough to be 
regarded as a great prospect. 

- Like so many others, the war caught him and also, like so 
many others, he came out of it a married man. 

The sandy-haired 200-pounder was terrific against the Green 
Wave. His downfield blocking was good but it was on defense 
that he really stood out. 

“Slaten played his best game,” Coach Bobby Dodd said. “He 


was our outstanding player.”

GEORGIA-LSU: Three years ago on Legion Field, Birming- 
ham, Ala.. an unknown young halfback named Stanley Nestorak 
paced the University of Georgia football team to a startling 
14-7 victory over the University of Alabama. 

It was the only game Alabama lost that year and eventually 
the Crimson Tide wen to the Sugar Bowl to stage one of the 
greatest shows in that New Year’s Day classic. 

Until Saturday that was Nestorak’s one and only contribution 
to football] at the University. He became a comparative unknown, 
dropping so low as to play on the Bulidogs’ “B” team last 
Thanksgiving Day, against the Georgia Tech Bs. 

But after his Georgia Bulldogs had crushed LSU Saturday, 
35-19.

“IT thought Stan provided the spark we needed to win 
that ball game,” Coach Butts declared. “He came through 
with gains when we needed them most.

But if he shows any of his Satur- 
day form the rest of the season, he may be the answer to Geor- 
gia’s backfield problems. —F, M. WILLIAMS. 


VANDY-ALABAMA: Two of the biggest lines in the SEC 
tangled here Saturday. Alabama’s averages 202, Vanderbilt's 
196. The balance of power was one Wayne Cantrell, Vandy’s 
ubiquitous left tackle. 

A 205-pound, six-foot-one sophomore, Cantrell hails from May- 
field, Ky., and one can only wonder how Bear Bryant’s Mounties 
ever let him get away. Cantrell tore open the door time and 
again on offense. | 

He went after punt receivers with supersonic fierceness. 

But it was on defensive line play that he really resembled 

something right out of a scatback’s nightmare. It was Can- 

trell who smeared at least half of Alabama’s running plays 

in the first half when the Tide, trying to win with power 

on the ground, was able to make but one first down. And 

it was Cantrell who stopped Loping Lowell Tew after he 

had stepped off 23 yards for that one. 

It was Cantrell who almost singlehandedly stymied Alabama’s 
first scoring threat late in the third quarter. With the ball on 
Vandy's eight-yard line, "Bama tried a pass but Cantrell broke 
through and rushed Gilmer so that the heave was doomed before 
it was air-borne. On the next play, Cantrell again came crashing 
through, this time to throw Tew for a five-yard loss. The des- 
perate Tide tried another pass on third down, but again Can- 
trell, this time accompanied by two colleagues, was through, and 
Gilmer’s misguided missile struck the ground at the receiver's 
feet. A fourth down pass was intercepted, Hurlin’ Harry having 
become Hurried Harry,’ and Vandy promptly punted to the 40. 

A moment later when, after three running plays, the 

Crimson had a first down on the 22, Cantrell tackled Gilmer 

with a savagery which rattled windowpanes across the 

river in East Nashville and Harried Harry who, after all is 
only human, fumbled the ball. Vandy’s Copp recovered and 

Cantrell had stemmed the Tide where Canute had failed. 

Dutch Cantrell played like an All-American Saturday. He is 
only a sophomore and before his career is over, he may well 
be one.

While the state is paying vir- 
tually the same number teachers 
as it did last year, it is having to 
put many of these state-paid 
teachers in the former war-cen- 
ters to take over the costs for- 
merly borne by the federal gov- 
ernment, it was pointed out. 

The City of Marietta, where an 
increased number of children 
must be educated although the 
Bell Bomber Plant has closed and 
federal aid been reduced, is re 
ceiving state funds to pay 45 ad- 
ditional teachers this year. The 
former war-center of Bibb Coun- 
ty is getting 63 more state-paid 
teachers, while nearby Houston 
County, former ship-building sec- 
tion, is receiving 41 more teach- 
ers. Muscogee, home of Fort 
Benning, is receiving 30 more 
teachers. 

The rising population qualified 
Fulton County, for 24 more teach- 
ers, and increased Troup County’s 
allotment by 10 more teachers. 

Some school systems were dis- 
appointed when the state, in re- 
suming its obligation formerly 
financed by the federal govern- 
ment in the war centers, curtailed 
its liberal spending of state 
funds in excess of allotments in 
these non-war center towns, All- 
man said. For instance, last year 
one non-war center qualified for 
85 teachers, but because the 
state had some extra funds it al-
